CHICO (AP)—-The State Board of Education was to act yesterday 
on a recommendation that it revoke the credentials of two teachers 
who admitted being communists, but denied they advocated over- 
throw ef the government. Hearing officer Coleman E. Stewart 
recommended that Mr. and Mrs. William N. Mack, formerly of the 
Redding area, lose their teaching certificates. 

The Macks took the required loyalty oath in 1953 in which they 
swore they had not belonged te organizations which advocate the 
violent everthrow of the government. 

The Macks were fired after they were subpoened by the House 
Wo-American Activities Committee, Both admitted Communist Party 
membership, but said they were unaware the party advocated 
violent overthrew. Stewart ruled, however, that the party has sought 
to overthrow the government since 1953, and the Macks must have 
been aware of it.

THE CINEMA-SCOOP: 

The Alamo—Jonn Wayne's 12 
million dollar epic, The Alamo, 
is undoubtedly one of the most 
tedious and overly sentimental 
films of the year. Sacramento 
audiences are now seeing a cen- 
densed version of this film. The 
Alamo actually runs for three 
hours and 20 minutes; however 
the version now playing ai the 
Tower Theater runs for oniy 2 
hours and 40 minutes. This un- 
usual amount of cutting has 
still failed to improve the dull 
and drawn out aspects of this 
motion picture 

Screenplay Is Mediocre 

The main fault of this film is 
the screenplay by James Ed- 
ward Grant, which is mediocre 
and maudlin. John Wayne as 
the producer-director has failed 
in obtaining good acting per- 
formances from his huge cast 
Wayne's best moments as a di- 
rector came in the final 30 min- 
utes of the film as General 
Santa Anna's mammoth Mexi- 
can army attacks The Alamo for 
the final assault. This sequence 
is filled with violence and un- 
necessary gore which at times 
outdoes the film Ben-Hur for 
bloodiness. 

John Wayne portrays Davy 
Crockett in the film and gives 
his usual two-expressioned type 
of John Wayne characterization. 


Laurence Harvey as Colonel 
Travis gives what is probably 
the best performance in the 


film; however his New Orleans 
accent slips back into his own 
strong British accent halfway 
through the film and_ this 
proves to be a jarring note in 
his performance. Also, Richard 
Widmark as James Bowie gives 
a surprisingly stilted and un- 
convincing performance 

Music Called Notewerths 

In the supporting cast, most 
of the performers also fare bad- 
ly.

“We, the city of Sacramento, think 
we've done enough planning. We feel that the answer is already 
there.”

Proposed Route 

Bronson then explained the proposed freeway route. The new 
freeway would come from the direction of Woodland, would be 
elevated over the Southern Pacific rail yards, then slant down to 
K street, along the 2nd and 3rd street area, to level, continuing to 
Capito] avenue. It will go under Capitol avenue, then swerve west 
along the river oul of Sacramento where it will continue down the 
west side of the San Joaquin Valley to a connection with US 99 
at the Grapevine. 

Concerning the historical west end Bronson stated that of the 36 
authentically historical landmarks, 18 will be allowed to remain 
exactly where they are, and the other 18 can be moved or rebuilt 
According to Bronson, this plan will include more area than the 
Olivera street project in Los Angeles. 

Opened To Questions 

When the meeting was opened to questions, Dick Philo, ASSSC 
secretary-treasurer, asked why the freeway couldn't be relocated 
on the Yolo side of the river. Bronson replied that putting the 
freeway on the Yolo side wouldn't be in the best interests of the 
people of Sacramento, since most of the people want to come into 
the city. Also, every time a freeway crosses a river, the cost is 
between nine and 18 million dollars, he said 

Pat Johnson, social science representative, asked, since there Is 
so much dissention on the problem, why the council doesn't put the 
issue up to a vote of the people to obtain their opinion 

People Aren't Qualified 

Bronson replied, “I don't think it would accomplish anything I 
think all it would do would hold up the builtling of the freeway.” 
sronson stated that he didn't know if the people are qualified to 
vote on this type of subject because of its complexity 

Jim Downton, ASSSC president, then asked whether the city 
council was going to give power to decide for the 
residents of Sacramento what they want. Bronson replied by saying 
that the City Council would take the advice of three nationally 
known planning concerns, as to location of the freeway 

Dr. J. Harold Severaid, associate professor of life science, then 
asked why the city or state doesn't spend some money on public 
transportation so that Sacramento will not become automobile 
oriented, and why the possibility of rapid transit isn't investigated 

Bronson said that rapid transit and public transportation don't 
always take one where he wants to go, and according to engineering 
studies, the city of Sacramento doesn’t have a dense enough popula 
tion to make rapid transit work 

The Council took no action on the freeway situation. Downton 
said that he is leaving it up to the Council to present a resolution 
if it desires.

Prof Paints Gloomy Picture

The April 28 civil defense 
alert revealed the lack of pre 
paration and orientation of the 
public in meeting an enemy at 
tack, reports Dr. John C. Egan, 
associate professor of English 
and journalism 

Egan, with Dr. Clyde C. Par- 
ker, professor of journalism and 
Duane Spilsbury, publications 
manager, and other communica- 
tions personnel wrote bulletins 
and scripts for CONELRAD in 
a state contro! center in this 
area 

Prepares Public 

They attempted to prepare the 
public prior to the mock attack 
and to keep them informed aft 
er strikes were scored 

Nineteen strikes were as 
sumed to have been made in a 
himited attack. Four or five tar 
gets were hit in the Sacramen- 
to area. 

Most were directed against 
major military centers, the ma 
jority being in the Central Val 
ley. Merced was considered the 
initial strike, severing Route 
99 

Estimated casualties totaled 
15 million of an approximate 
population of 6.5 million 

Doubts Realism 

Egan doubted the realism of 
the assumptions of this exer- 
cise. He explains that the en- 
emy was to have made no fur- 
ther attacks after the initial 
shock inasmuch as our own re- 
taliatory forces had paralyzed 
him. 

He pointed out that few, if 
any, shelters even against fall 
out are in existence. “We would 
have to expect some fallout for 
at least two weeks in most areas 
in California. The prevailing 
winds tend to blow east rather 
ihan keep it in the state. How- 
ever, unpredictable wind shifts 
can change that.” Also, he sta- 
ted, there would be fallout dan 
ger from surrounding states 

Current thought is to provide 
shelters in schools and other 
public buildings, serving to 
keep people in groups and im- 
prove morale. Egan pointed out
